WOODEN SHIPBUILDING |

PENSIVE BY THE SHIP-

U. S. and British Live-stock 
Purchases to Boom. 


No Other Tangible Theory is 
Current in Chicago. 


Government Said to be In- 
vestigating Middlemen.

CHICAGO BUREAU’ OF THE 
TIMES, April 15.—Livetstock men 
and financial interests here are ut a 
loss to explain the sensational rise 
in the price of live stock, more es- 
pecially heavy steers and lambs. 
The rule of supply and demand 
does not seem to apply, as the sup- 
Plies of cured, smoked and salted 
meats now on hand at various cer- 


ters is the largest in the history of 
the country. 


Neither is there a shortage of fat 
cattle. Breeders have been feeding 
their stock for two months or more, 
preparing steers for the market, and 
these are coming on the market 
now in large numbers. 


MOST TANGIBLE THEORY. 

There are persistentrumorsthat the 
United States and British purchas- 
ing would be resumed early in June 
on a large scale, and this ia the most 
tangible theory yet advanced for the 
Price advances. 

I:xports of lard and meats from 
seaboard last week totaled 61,000.- 
000 pounds, the largest in history, 
and compared with 25,000,000 the 
corresponding week one year ago. 

Iiogs do not appear to be affected 
so sharply as are cattle and sheep. 
The country has an immense stock 
of hogs and they average thirty 
pounds heavier than those of a vear 
Multiply the billions of hogs 
by thirty pounds and some tdea can 
be had of the vastly increased pork 
supply. Hogs sold twday at $17.55, 
as against $15.98 a year ago. Pork 
has been above $20 a hundred, so it 
will be seen there is nothing sensa- 
tional in present prices. 

The best venture any ona will 
make in explaining the sudden fump 
and strength in live stock prices, is 
that buyers are preparing for heavy 
erders by the Allied govérnmen:s 
within one or two montha. 


PRICE RECORDS MADE. 
Fat cattle advanced itn the past 
ten daye anywhere from $1.25 to 
$1.50 per hundred, A few days ago 
some plain heavy, dehorned, branded, 


fat Nebraska steers sold at 16 cents 
a pound, breaking all] records for the 
month of April. The same day, car- 
loads of yearling steers and heifers 
that were only two-thirds finished. 
sold at $15.25. They had been fed 
corn for about four months. Plain 
G€ehorned Jersey-bred steers that 
had been fed only a little more than 
100 daye sold at $13.25, the highest 
price for this class on any market. 

Sixty-two head of fat steers sold 
in New York today at $16.75 a hun- 
dred pounds, @attie, sheep and lambs 
are all bringing record prices. West- 
ern jambs, and this means Idaho and 
cther than Colorado points, sold to- 
day for $21.00 a hundred, while 
Colorado lambs brought. $21.35. 
These are record prices. 

General cattle values on that date 
were $3 per hundred hiPher than a 
vear ago; hogs $1.50, and sheep 
$5.25 higher. 


EAST EATING MEAT. 


The East is a heavy buyer of steers 
and lambs. People are eating more 
meat new that the government re- 
strictions have been modified, but 
this applies more especially to the 
East than to the West. All the re- 
cent big buying has been by the 
East. 

Government experts are credited 
with being engaged in an inveetiga- 
tion of speculative activity at the va- 
rious live-stock markets of the coun- 
try This activity has never been 
more pronounced and is resented bv 
packers, who for many years have 
been endeavoring to eliminate the 
middieman, who does not purchase 
cattle, hogs or sheep for slaughter- 
ing or feeding purposes, but for 
prompt conversion at a profit or loss, 
as the case may be. 

Speculators thrive on rising nar- 
kets, such a® the present, but are 
frequently put out of business on 
siich slumps as have occurred dur- 
ing the last few months. It is 
axiomatic that competition its the 
life of trade, and without the spec- 
vlator competition at the stockyards 
would be largely eliminated. 

Contention is made that the pro- 
ducer does not benefit by speculation 
and that the profit of the middle- 
man is added to the burden of the 
eonsumer. In view of the pending 
investigation, speculators have been 
advised to use caution. 

Southern buying has practically 
ceased for the season and the for- 
eign.buyvers have been inactive for 
some time. This makes the higher 
prices ail the more puzzling.

HUNS SEEN AS 
WILD BEASTS. 


Balfour Extends Greeting to 
American Labor Mission. 


Declares Germany Stands as 
Predatory Nation. 


W ould Destroy Allied Armies 
Quickly, He Says. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 

LONDON, April 15.— Germany 
stands today as a predatory nation 
and is trying to destroy the British 
and French armies before the Amer- 
ican forces can be brought into the 
field, said Arthur J. Balfour, Min- 
ister for Foreign Relations, in re- 
sponding to a toast at a luncheon to 
— American labor delegation to- 

Pointing out that the destruction 
of Germany has never been an En- 
tente Allied aim, and desired, so far 
as he knew, “by no sane man,” Mr. 
Balfour said that the Germans had 
meade many miscalculations, bot 
none more grievous than to under- 
estimate the power of America. Eng- 
land, he said, is confident that Amer- 
ica will be able to send over her 
“indomitable troops” in a way that 
no German General Staff officer has 
ever calculated. 

“It is men we need now,” he con- 
cluded. 

In proposing a toast to the Allfed 
cause at the luncheon to, the Ameri- 
can labor delegation, Mr. Balfour 
said: 

“The two speeches which we have 
just listened to would have cwon- 
vinced any doubter, if such exists 
elsewhere, that the spirit in which 
the United States of America have 
thrown themselves into this great 
struggle is a spirit of idealism, not 
in the sense in which idealism evap- 
orates in eloquent phrases and emp- 
ty formulee, but in that spirit in 
which idealism recocnizes that to 
bring his ideals to fruition one must 
make efforts and show those great 
sacrifices which are now being s0 
surely demonstrated by our friends 
and brothers across the Atlantic.” 

SPECIAL INTEREST. 


That mission, he proceeded, repre- 
senting as it did, the activities of the 
United States in so many different 
spheres and characteristics, had ar- 
rived at our shores at a moment of 
interest. It was a moment of spe- 
cial interest, not chiefly because of 
the great and anxious struggle now 
going on, but because the Allies had 
revealed to them in plain, unmis- 
takable characteristics both the po- 
litical and military plans of those 
who controlled the destinies of Ger- 
many. 

“We have been the witnesses dur- 
ing the last year or year and a half,” 
he said, “pf strange tergiversation 
on the part of those who wished to 
delude either the German, neutral, 
or, it may be, even the Allied pub- 
lic with regard to German inten- 
tions and methods. 

“There was a moment before the 
facile success which Germany ob- 
tained against an unresisting ene- 
my, an enemy in the East, when 
German statesmen and German 
members of Parliament discussed 
public affairs, which would lead one 
to suppose that Germany was in a 
high way to democratic institutions 
and to heartfelt adoption of the four 
principles which President Wilson 
has made famous throughout the 
world. Events in the East gave them 
a facile success over the talkers in 
Russia, and the whole aspect of poli- 
cies and public opinion among the 
Central Powers has entirely changed. 


“They now almost cynically ad- | 77, 


mit that the resolution of the 
Reichstag, of which we have heard 
so much, all the talk of no annexa- 
tions and indemnities, of consider- 
ing the wishes of subject popula- 
tione, of spreading the principles of 
security and freedom throughout the 
world, was what we sometimes call 
camouflage.”’ 
NOW CARRIED OUT. 

All that now was thrust aside. 
German methods are actually be- 
ing carried out before the eyes of 
all in the case of Rumania and in 
other communities bordering on the 
eastern frontiers of Germany. 

In moments of adversity, contin- 
ved the Secretary, Germany used a 
fine language, which she had been 
taught, indeed, by the statesmen of 
the Allied powers and principally by 
President Wilson, but which she had 
learned but imperfectly and under- 
stood not at all. . 

That was one of the phases of 
contemporary events which made 
the present moment extremely in-| 
teresting. The other was the plain, 
clear revelation of the German mili- 
tary plans. 

“She now stands forth undisguised 
as a robber state,.”” declared Mr. 
Balfour. “How is she going to 
carry out her robbery as far as her 
internal politics are concerned? Her 
methods are simple. If things are 
going wrong, or are not going as 
well as her optimists expected, then 
they tell the German public: ‘You 
must fight on because the powers 
against whom you are fighting de- 
sire nothing less, and will be con-. 
tent with nothing less than the total 
destruction of your country.’ 

“An absolute falsehood! The de- 
struction of Gernfany has never 
been an Allied aim, and is desired 
so far as I know by no sane man 
in the whole civilized world. 

“LAND OF FREEDOM.” 

“But if things are going well that 
argument is put aside and a new 
one comes in. They explain that all 
these attacks upon the constitution 
of Germany, all this talk about Ger- 
many not being a land of freedom, 
with the representative institutions 
of democracy as we in the west un- 
derstand them, are quite true. But 
then they say: 

democratic government would 
never have given you an empire such 
as the military authorities and the 
headquarters’ staff have given you. 
We are the headquarters staff. We 
are the military authority. We are 
the true upholders of the Prussian 
ideals. 

“ ‘Look at what we are giving you. 
We are going to give you domina- 
tion over the whole of Europe. You 
have practically control over the in- 
dependent states all along our cast- 
ern border. We are going to give- 
you a free pathway to the illimitable 
riches of the east. 

“*We are going to turn France 
‘Into a second-rate power. Britain 
is to follow. America is to follow 
Rritain and Germany is to be the 
colossus which bestrides the world 
without a rival and hardly without 
a critic.’ 

“All that they say to their inter-

constitution, by the tradition of the 
military party, by the steady in- 
sistence and determination of the 
governing powers in Prussia.’ 

“And in the Prussianized Ger- 
many there is a steady determina- 
tion to prove to the world that force 
is the way and the only way, to ob- 
tain success. They preach that 
doctrine and practice that doctrine 
to show that in the case of Ger- 
many, it is successful.”’ 


LIKE WILD BEAST. 

“For some reasons, which he was 
quite unable to explain, apparently 
in the ordinary German, who might 
call himself a Socialist, internation- 


al Socialist, or whatever he pleased. 
there was deep down in his nature 
a predatory instinct so that when 
success appeared to crown his ef- 
forts, he was like a wild beast falil- 
ing upon his helpless prey. It was 
quite clear from the events now go- 
ing on in the west that the object of 
the Germans was to overcome one 
faction of the forces opposed to them 
in the belief that if those forces 
were knocked out, the others must 
give in, and a German peace must 
be the result. It was for this reason 
that they had concentrated their 
efforts in front of the British army. 

“Was that military calculation g»- 
ing to succ (Cries of no. no.) 
ere were many reasons why thie 
should not, perhaps the most iim- 
portant was because the German 
higher command were determined 
that this land struggle should come 
to an end before the United States 
could bring its forces to bear upon 
the western front. The newspapers 
in Germany and. Austria-Hungary 
and the propaganda in Italy and 
neutral countries were unwearied in 
their contempt for anything that 
America could do. They had spread 
the fable broadcast, but did not be- 
lieve in it themselves. What thev 
did believe end hope was, not that 
America’s weight fin the war was 
negligible, but that that weight could 
only be brought to bear after Ger- 
many had struck a decisive biow. 
That was their calculation, 

“They would make many, many 
faisc calculations in the course cf 
the war. One was when thev thought 
that the first spring would bring 
them to Paris: but it only brought 
them to the Marne. Another was 
that they thought nothing would 
induce America either to break off 
diplomatic relations with them or 
enter the war. Another miscalcula- 
tion was when they not only boasted. 
but believed that a few months of 
unrestricted submarine warfare 
would destroy the resistance of 
Great Britain. 

“These were miscalculations from 
which the Germans were still 
fering and from which they will suf- 
fer to the end of the war. 

‘Another miscalculation was with 
regard to the assistance which Amer- 
ica\\could give on the western front. 
Ntefore this struggle had come to a 
conclusive end, declared the Secre- 
tarv, America would prove its éeter- 
mination to bear ita full share in the 
tremnendous struggle. 

“As the Germans have been proved 
hopelessly wrong in their estimates 
of the ideals, desires and determina- 
tion| of the American people,” said 
Mr. Balfour. ‘‘so they will be proved 
wrong in their estimate as to the 
speed with which the Americans will 
be able to carry out their purpose 
and programme. 

“The thought

that America will upset the German 
plans, that America will be able to 
send over her indomitable forces in 
a way which no German General 
Staff officer has ever calculated.

Bear Valley Equipment 
be Doubled Again. 

This Year’s “Take” is to 
Decide the Experts. 


Supt. Shebley to Inspect this 
Season’s W ork. 


> 


Bound for Bear Valley to per- 
sonally inspect the egg-taking op- 
erations and possibilities at the 
height of the trout-spawning sea- 
son, State Superintendent of Fish 
Culture Will H. Shebley stopped over 
in Los Angeles Friday for a con- 


ference with Fish and Game Com- 
missioner M. J. Connell concerning 
extensive additions to the facilities 
for artificial propagation in the San 
Bernardino Mountains. Pian for 
the summer operation of the new 
Mt. Whitney hatchery were .also 
discuased. Thie plant is to work on 
rainbow, Loch Leven, eastern brook 
and steelhead eggs extensively, and 
it is proposed to build up the in- 
numerable Sierra lakes eventually to 
their fish-carrying capacity by mo- 
tor truck delivery and pack train 
from the big “fish foundry” under- 
neath the Sierras’ biggest moun- 
tain. 

Mr. Shebley states that the present 
season should show whether Bear 
Valley can be depended upon to 
produce heavy yields of { rainbow 
trout eggs consistently one season 
with another; and should the 1918 
“take” come to the capacity of the 
equipment, arrangements will 
made at once to double it, even to 
the extent of establishing another 
station, and placing a spawner trap 
in every creek. Largely to satisfy 
himself upon this point, he is mak- 
ing the present trip. 

THE PLAN. 


It is planned to “eye” or fertilize 
the first taking of eggs as soon as 
possible, and if they mature suffi- 
ciently rapidly, to release the first 
600,000 or more at the “free swim- 
ming stage’ direct into the lake, 
then filling up again. Bear Valley 
has become a doubly important 
source of trout eggs, as those nat- 
urally spawned by the fish are al- 
most a dead loss because of the un- 
favorable, unnatural conditions, due 
partly to the artificial nature of the 
lake and its lack of any extensive 
feeder streams up which the fish 
can run and find steady water levels 
well sustained into the summer to 
permit the fry to grow rapidly. 
Therefore the State fish cultural de- 
partment feels it is wise to handle 
all possible by artificial methods, 
which have proved wonderfully suc- 
cessful in establishing the excellent

Supt. Shebly reports that there Is 
also a prospect for a heavy “take” 
of rainbow eggs in the several sta- 
tions operated upon the feeders of 
lake Almanor. This artificial res- 
ervoir in Plumas county is the 
northern counterpart of our own 
Bear Lake, and the trout have 
thrived there even more wonderful- 
ly than in the San Bernardino wa- 
tershed. This is due largely to the 
greater volume ofthestreams which 
go to make Almanor. The lake was 
‘formed by damming the Feather 
River at Big Meadows, and it is fed 
by several “creeks” which are any 
one of them, larger n any “river” 
the south can show. This provides 
miles of ideal natural spawning 
ground which is almost entirely 
lacking in Bear Valley, and explains 
why Bear Lake must be maintained 
artificially. 

PREDICT END. 

It is the belief of Mr. Shebley that 
five or six years will probably see 
the end of the large fish in Bear 
Lake, as his experience with lakes 
of this sort leads him to believe that 
they increase in popularity with the 
angling licensees so rapidly that 
fish do not have a chance to grow 
long enough to get five or six pounds 
weight. Usually the fishing settles 
down to “yearlings” and “two-year- 
olds.” after the natural balance has 
been restored in artificial lakes 
which do not connect with a large 
river system giving the fish a 
chance to scatter more widely, and 
thus escape the angler, who is for- 
ever on their trail. It is those 
which escape which have the chance 
to grow great. The State's foremost 
experts have studied the conditions 
in these artificial lakes and seen 
their variations until definite state- 


ments are hard to secure. Such lakeg 
have a way of upsetting all prece- 
dent and making new rules pe- 
culilar to themselves. In the mean- 
time, it is planned to make the best 
possible use of the Bear Valley egs- 
producing capacity even if they 
must be hatched artificially.

Four lives were lost when the Ley-

Two of those killed were Ameri- 
can horsemen, the others members 
of the fire-room crew. The vessel!

-On the same steamer was the crew 
of the American steamship Chatta- 
hoochee, formerly the German 
steamer Sachsen, torpedoed and sunk 
March 23. The ship remained afloat 
for two hours, the men said. and 
efforts were made to beach her, but 
without success. The crew was 
picked up by British trawlers. 


OUR LABOR LOYAL,

DR. W. ©. MINIFTE OF LONDON 


ON TOUR TO HELP WITH 
WAR RELIEF WORK. 


D. F.R.S/L., who holds the rank of 
captain in the British army, who 
has acted as chaplain of the City of 
London Nationel Guard since the 
War, and who, as the highest mark 
of distinction London can pay, was 
made a Freeman of London ten 
years ago, has arrived in Los An- 
geles as an official representative un- 
der the auspices of the International 
Bible Society, which, by the way, 
has nothing whatever to do with the 
so-called International Bible Stu- 
dents’ Association. 

Dr. Minifie is one of the most dis- 
tinguished prelates in England, and 
was in his younger days secretary to 
the famous preacher, Charlies H.

He will stay 
in Los Angeles and vicinity for about 
two weeks, during which time he 
will make many addresses, illustrated

While in Los Angeles Dr. Minifie 
will be the guest of Dr. H. R. Mon- 
tague Maddock, No. 1957 Canyon 
drive, Hollywood, in whose hands all 
arrangements for his lectures have 
been left. He is accompanied by 
Mrs. Minifie, herself an accomplished 
speaker. They have been in this 
country for four months and have 
been lecturing extensively through 
the East. Dr. Minifie is credited 
with having collected $500,000 for 
war relief work last year. 

The late King Edward is said to 
have wished to make Dr. Minifie 
Archbishop of Canterbury during his 
reign, but the honor was declined 
by the prelate, who considered his 
services more useful in other flelds.

The dis- 
sugsion of the right and wrong of our entry 
imte the war, the dreams of idealists, the 
ethical interpretations of justice, the belief 
and teachings of doctrinaires, the codes of 
individual thinkers—all these purely abstract 
ahd speculative factors of our life have been 
swallowed up by a concrete situation which 
ig of greater importance and of more imme- 


' @ia@te concern than any system of personal 


thought or empirical ethics. 

Dangerous emergencies of no matter 
what nature automatically alter laws of con- 
duct, and when a community, a State, or a 
mation is in danger all individual rights and 
privileges are abrogated. This is the law of 
ali life. Just as a surgeon removes a pa- 
tient’s arm or leg when that limb jeopardizes 
the survival of the body, and just as a mem- 
ber of society is eliminated when he places 
that society in danger, so must a nation 
when confronted by a sudden grave calam- 
ity take ruthless steps to stamp ovt what- 
ever influences work against its triumph 
over that calamity. There is no longer any 
question of personal rights or even of per- 
sonal intellectua! freedom; everything must 
be subordinated to the nation’s secirity— 
it ig a question of the survival of the greater 
at the expense of the lesser. The individual 
must be sacrificed the moment he becomes 
fmimical to the general welfare. 

’ Wor this reason, the government has the 
right of necessity to curb or exterminate 
whatever force works against its victory. 
By doing this, despite the aspect of injus- 


~ thee and tyranny in many instances, it is 


following a higher law of justice and action 
than can possibly attach to any conception 
of individual liberty. No great victory, either 
military or intellectual, has ever been won 
by compromise. The achievement of great 
things comes only through heroic measures. 
Aggressiveness and even ruthlessness are 
Gemahéded for success. Theories, no matter 
how admirable and idealistic, must give way 
im the face of necessity. 

There has been much criticism of the gov- 
ernment in the present great crisis for its 
apperent overriding of personal rights, for 
fits hard and at times heartless campaign 
ageinst theorists, pacfists, Utopians, senti- 
mentaliéste, internationalists and religious 
idéalists. Leniency, however, is dangerous 
compromise, and every compromise at this 
time results inevitably in a lessening of na- 
tional efficacy. The situation is sufficiently 
<eritical to justify almost any act which has 


for its object the strengthening of the na-— 


tlen’s fighting arm; for the war must be 
won at no matter what cost to personal 
prerogatives. This, in the very nature of 
things, is the first consideration. Heroic 
conditions must be met heroically. An over- 
whelming national need has precedence over 
any purely idealistic or theoretic laws of 
conduct. 

There is no place in this country just now 
for the practice of pacifism or for those 
transcendental systems of religious ethics 
which. if followed, would undermine our 
fighting strength; and every pacifistic activ- 
ity become a potential, if not an actual 
menace. If the pacifists and idealists them- 
selves cannot recognize the fact that great 
erises demand emergency measures, and are 
mot willing to lend a hand for a greater im- 
mediate good, the guardians of that greater 
good should not be condemned for taking 
g@my necessary steps against them. 

When a man has met with some serious 
accident and is suffering intense pain, a phy- 
sictan, recognizing a critical emergency, wil! 
‘give him morphine as a temporary measure, 
although in ordinary circumstances he 
would consider it criminal and unethical to 
administer this drug. The pacifist or ant!- 
‘wer theorist is apparently incapable of 
esimfarly adapting his ideas and beliefs to 
em emergency. He does not recognize the 
fect that laws of conduct should adjust 
themecives to conditions, end that the rigid 
and fanatical adherence to a strict code may 
often work injury to a greater and more 
universal cause.”

93 per cent. in seven years. ere was an increase from $97,000,000 in 
1911 to $187,000,000 in 1918.

Secretary McAdoo has appealed to Gov. Stephens for a reduction in the 
amount of railroad tax which the Federal governrnent must turn over to the 
State while it operates the railroads. Under the present tax rate the govern- 
ment must pay more than $5,000,000 a year to the State in railroad taxes. 
The Secretary of the Treasury points out that this money is necessarily with- 
drawn from the government's war fund. But before there can be a reduction 
in the government's railroad tax there must be a reduction in the cost of 
State government. 


In 1910, when the Johnson Progressive machine kicked the so-called 


railroad machine out of California politics the cost of State government was | 


less than $18,000,000 a year. The cost of State government under the 
Johnson machine last year was $35,000,000 and there will be an increase of 
more than $4,000,000 this year, due to the reckless extravagance of the last 
Legislature and the dominating influence of the forty fat commissions. 
Private citizens are compelled to pay $20,000,000 annually in State 
taxes more than was paid in 1910, in addition to paying the new Federal 
taxes and contributing California's quota for the purchase of Liberty Bonds.

ALIFORNIA is preparing for its biennial general election. There is the 
usual crop of self-nominated candidates for State office. Many of them 
are making appeals for partisan support; but they are certain to discover 

thatthe citizens of the State are more interested in escaping from the throttling 
hand of the tax-eaters than in the success of any political party. There are 
forty California commissions wasting more than $3,000,000 a year. [The 
Times reprints the list on Page 5 of this part today.] It is more important 
that this waste should be stopped and the money devoted to a patriotic pur- 
pose than that some particular party or slate should win the elections. 

Public indignation is already awakened by the brazen manner in which 
the pay-roll patriots are profiteering in politics during war time. It is vain to 
hope that any number of them will resign; for they are all in the game for the 
money they can make out of it. 
of the Kaiser and Hindenburg. The old Southern Pacific machine was com- 
posed of petty politicians. The Progressive machine now in power is made 
up of vampires. THEY DEVOUR MORE THAN TWICE AS MUCH TAX 
MONEY as the machine they put out of commission and they give to the 


State.no better service. The average citizen is ready to cry “A plague on 
both your machines!" 


But those machines were the product of organization, and it is only by 
counter-organization and a vigorous campaign of education that the govern- 
ment of the State can be restored to the people and the bloated tax-eaters 
eliminated. Members of the present Legislature have petitioned Gov. Steph- 
ens to call a special session to abolish about half the commissions and con- 
solidate the remainder. The Governor is too much under the spell of the 
tax-eaters, however, to even make a reply. Judging by the caliber of the 
Legislature, The Times is of the opinion that such a session would not save 
as much ag it would cost. The Legislature increased the cost of\State govern- 
ment about $5,000,000 at its regular session. It raised salaries and created 
new commissions with a reckless disregard of the calls of patriotism, wasting 
on useless salaries money that it knew was urgently needed for war purposes. 
A Legislature with such a record could not be relied upon to make any ap- 
session 


should be called. 
HERE is another equally valid reason why there should not be a special 
i session of the Legislature. A number of the worst offenders among 
the forty fat commissions are CREATED BY CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENTS; the Legislature could not abolish those commissions if it 
so desired, for the Legislature cannot amend the State Constitution. The 
Railroad Commission is expending—wasting——$400,000 a year; but the 
commission could not be abolished by the Legislature because it is created by 
a constitutional amendment. A similar condition prevails with the Blue Sky 
Commission, the Water Commission, the Industrial Accident Commission and 
a number of others. | 3 


Before those commissions can be abolished the State Constitution must 
be amended. There is ample time to circulate initiative petitions providing 
for the repeal of the enabling acts which brought those commissions into be- 
ing. If the people should vote them out, it could be made possible for the 
Legislature to recreate such commissions as were really necessary to the eco- 
nomical government of the State. Two years ago the voters of the State in- 
dorsed an initiative amendment to the Constitution forbidding members of 
the Legislature to hold other salaried offices; this amendment was a genuine 
movement towards better State government. It can be profitably followed 
up by other amendments taking all the commissions dut of the Constitution, 
a place they never belonged. | 


At the same tinte a constitutional limit can be placed on the number of 
commissions which may be created, their gross cost and the salaries of the 
commissioners. Seven years ago the gross cost of State commissions was 
less than $500,000 a year; yet the State government was not noted at that 
time for its economy. The expense of State commissions and departments 
now totals $4,000,000 a year. | . 


To maintain a Railroad Commission that is spending nearly $400,000 a. 


year at the time when the railroads are operated by the Federal government 
is worse than folly; it is sabotage. If this commission were abolished and 
in its place a department of corporations were established whose duty it 
should be to regulate the public service commissions of the State, to perform 
the work now alloted to the Water Commission, to take over the Blue Sky 
Commission, to supersede the Reclamation Commission and to embrace the 
motor vehicle department as well—such a consolidation would save the State 
not less than $350,000 a year and the public service would not be crippled. 


Another possible conSolidation would be to combine the Agricultural 
Commission, Horticultural Commission, Viticultural Commission, Fish and 
Game Commission, Forestry Commission and a number of other lesser com- 
missions. There would be a saving of thousands of dollars monthly in over- 
heard expense. 

Ten minor commissions could be consolidated with the State Board of 
Health. They are all working along similar lines; and, for the most of them, 
a single clerk could perform all the duties. pee, 

Commissions like the Immigration and Housing, Industrial Welfare, So- 
cial Insurance and two or three others working along similar lines should be 
consolidated with the Industrial Accident Commission. The Bureau of Labor 
Statistics might be included in the same category. The pay-roll patriots pre- 
siding over these sinecures will raise a how! that such consolidation is a blow 
at the laboring classes. All those commissions have served as propagating 
stations for the labor unions. They have set themelves up as the sponsors 
tor the working classes; but they have exploited labor in place of improving 
its condition.

CALIFORNIA COMMISSIONS. 


Forty Fat Ones Are. 


ECRETARY OF THE TREASURY M’ADOO has sent an official com- 
munication to the Governor of each American State asking that the 
tax burden on the railroads “be made as light as is consistent with 

the necessities of your State and its subdivisions.” ; 

This appeal strikes California more directly than any other State, for 
the reason that the railroads are taxed higher here than elsewhere and 
that the greater part of the money so raised {!s wasted on useless and 
extravagant commissions that are in themselves a detriment to the labor 
and industry of the State. Five and one-quarter per cent. of the gress 
receipts of the railroads goes to the State for taxes. 

In his communication the Secretary of the Treasury writes: ‘“Here- 
tefore the railroad taxes have been paid ‘entirely by the private owners 
of the railroads, but now these taxes will be paid by the government. 
Manifestly, in such circumstances the imposition of unnecessary State and 
local taxation on the railroads will be a distinct impediment to the carry- 
ing on of the war and an added burden upon the government.” 

The Federal government will be required to pay more than $5,000,000 
to the State Treasurer of California this year in railroad taxes. Every 
dollar of that money is withdrawn from actual war service. It is not the 
private owners of the railroads who suffer but the Federal government, 
which means in the last analysis the common country. Here is @ list of 
the worst offenders among the forty fat commissions and departments 
that are responsible for giving to. California the highest per capita tax 
rate in the United States: 

RAILROAD COMMISSION. Composed of five commissioners whe 
receive a salary of $8000 a year each. The commission employs hundreds 
of clerks and deputies and costs the State nearly $400,000 a year. It has 
other duties besides regulating the railroads, but the major portion of 
ite work has been taken over by the Federal government. Considering 
its present duties, three commissioners at $3000 a year each and a ferce 
ef not more than ten deputies and clerks would be ample. There is a 
gtoss waste of more than $300,000 a year. 

BOARD OF CONTROL. Composed of three commissioners who re- 
ceive $5000 a year each. Its sole function is to watch the wheels go 
round, but it costs the State $150,000 a year. The whole of that sum 
represents a needless waste. 

INDUSTRIAL ACCIDENT COMMISSION. Composed ef three com- 
missioners receiving $5000 a year each. This commission has builded a 
little dynasty of its own. It draws from the State treasury $212,600 a 
year. A part of its duties are made necessary by the workmen's com- 
pensation and State insurance laws. But the major portion of the ex- 
pense is unnecessary. There could be a saving of $125,000 a year with- 
eut injuring the public service. 

STATE WATER COMMISSION. Composed of three commissioners 
whe receive $5000 a year each. At the present time the commissien is 
unnecessary. It costs the State $75,000 a year. 

BURKBAU OF LABOR STATISTICS. Composed of a commissioner 
who receives $5000 a year and a host of clerks and deputies. Its only 
service is to supply sinecures to union laborites who supperted the eld 
Jehnson machine. It represents a waste of $75,000. 

LAND SETTLEMENT COMMISSION. Received an appropriation ef 
$260,000 from the Legislature to. trade upon in buying and selling land. 
The war has removed even an excuse for such a cemmission. If it were 
wiped out the State would be $260,000 ahead. ; 

INSURANCE COMMISSION. Private sinecure ef Al McCabe, fer- 
mer secretary to Gov. Johnson. It is now spending $75,000 a year. Me- 
Cabe’s salary is $6000 a year. Should not cost the State mere than $16,- 
600. Waste of $66,000. 

BANKING COMMISSION. Another sinecure with a salary ef $16,00¢ 
a year for W. R. Williams of oe Progressive patriot. Waste ef more 
than $25,000 a year. 

MARKET COMMISSION. | presided ever by cemmissioner getting 
$5000 a year. Work now done under Hoover. Needless waste of $25,060 
a year. 

CORPORATION COMMISSION. H. L. Carnahan recetves. $5000 a 
year salary, names his own deputies, fixes their pay and performs a deubt- 
ful service which costs the State $30,000 a year. Wild-cat companies are 
now barred by a Federal act, and the wiping out of the cemmission would 
leave the State treasury $30,000 a year ahead. 

IMMIGRATION AND HOUSING COMMISSION. This cemmissien 
has always been a useless waste of money, as it duplicates the werk ef 
a Federal commission. Costs the State $45,000 a year. 

INDUSTRIAL WELFARE COMMISSION. Has never performed any 
constructive service. Controlled by labor-union agitators and serves te 
create industrial strife and dissension. Waste of $25,000 a year. 

SAN FRANCISCO HARBOR COMMISSION. Three commisstoners 
receive $6000 a year. It is a hothouse of cheap politicians. A protest 
has been made by San Francisco commercial organizations that it is 
wasting more than $100,000 a year. A saving of at least that ameunt 


‘| could be made without injuring aught except the pay-roll patriots. 


ORPHANS’ AID COMMISSION. This commission has develeped 
within the last three years until it now spends more than any ether State 
commission. It is of no service to the Liberty Army, as the dependents 
are cared for by the Federal insurance plan. The last Legislature voted 
more than $1,000,000 for its support. Seven years age it cost the Sfate 
but $50,000 annually. Going back te the basis of nine years age would 
save the State $450,000 a year. : 

CIVIL SERVICE COMMISSION. Costs the State $15,000 a year for 
salaries to commissioners and expends $40,000 a year. There has been 
an increase of $25,009 a year in expense in four years. There is a need- 
less expense of at least $30,000 a year. 

STATE PURCHASING BUREAU. 
missioner and only complicates the State machinery. 
abolished the State would save about $15,000 a year. 

MOTOR VEHICLE BUREAU. Supports a $5000 commissioner and 
employs at times as many as 150 deputies. There is a gross waste here 
ef more than $100,000 a year. Before this bureau was created the work 
was performed in the office of the Secretary of Btate at a cost of about 
$15,000 a year. By providing that the metor vehicle tax should be paid 
through the State Treasurer's emiee there could be a saving of $100,000 
annually. 

CAPITAL BUILDING AND GROUNDS COMMISSION. Created to 
provide a $5000 salary for a political henchman and to take some pat- 
ronage away from the Secretary of State. If the commission were abel- 
ished the State would save $10,000 a year. 

CVITICULTURAL COMMISSION. Work was formerly performed by 
two deputies at $125 a month each. Now costs the State more than 
$15,000 a year. An unsuccessful attempt was made to abolish this com- 
mission at the last session of the Legislature. The “dry” forces of the 
State assert that it is maintained for the sole purpose of supplying data 
for the use of the “wets.” There is a palpable waste of more than $16,- 
600 a year 

HORTICULTURAL COMMISSION. Before the Progressives came 
this commission cost the State about $15,000 a year. It has been loaded 
down with political sinecures until it now costs $75,000 a year. There is 
a sheer waste of $60,000 a year. 

STATE HIGHWAY COMMISSION. Provides places for three $5000 
commissioners and pays salaries that range as high as $10,000 a year. 
The overhead expense of this corynission could be cut in half and a sav- 
ing of $60,000 a year could be made. The gross waste of this commis- 
sion has been estimated as high as $1,500,000 a year. Its expenditures 
are limited te the proceeds of bond sales. 

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL BOREAU. Performs work that belongs 
te the Attorney-General's office arti that formerly cost the State nothing. 
It ig a political sinecure that costs the Stae $12,500 a year. Has never 
served other than a political purpose. 

RECLAMATION COMMISSION. Members receive salary of $20 a 
day while in session. This commission has established a department that 
pays out thousands of dollars a month in salaries. Its duties have prac- 
tically vanished since America has entered the wer, but the expense con- 
tinues. 

STATE VETERINARY COMMISSION. This commissien has grewn 
during the last sfx years by leaps and bounds. Its total cost was for- 
merly less than $10,000 a year; but it now costs the State $50,000 a year. 
There is a waste of $40,000 a year. . 

STATE DAIRY COMMISSION. When the Veterinary Commission 
was charged with inspecting dairy herds the last excuse for a State dairy 
commission vanished. But in place of abolishing it the pay roll was 
increased $17,500 a year by the last Legislature. The commission is val- 
ueless to the State and costs $25,000 a year. ; 
HISTORICAL SURVEY COMMISSION. This commission was created 
for the express purpose of writing a history of California from a Progres- 
sive viewpoint. It has received an appropriation of $25,000 from the 
State. As the Progressive party is dead and the $25,000 is needed by 
the Federal government for its war fund, the dismissal of ithe commis- 
sioners would save the State $25,000. 
@TATE PHARMACY COMMISSION. An offshoot ef the State Board 
of Health, created to conceal the increasing cost of that board. If abol- 
ished, the State would save its whole expense, as the work could be done 
without extra cost by the State Health Board.
